#138 - C. PITTIANA (Granulosa X Dowiana, aurea) Re-make of an old cross using 
more vigorous parents. Unlike the first of this cross I offered, these are very 
sturdy and fast growing. Rose-flushed chartreuse to red=bronze clusters. 


#153-B DENDROBIUM HAWAII NUI X D. PHALAENOPSIS, ALBA - Long, graceful sprays; 


from pink-tinted white to very dark. Autumn. (See Page U) 


#159-B C. GUTTATA, LEOPOLDII X C. SCHROEDERAE ~- Pink-flushed delicate yellow 
clusters of 4 to 5=inch, heavy textured blooms with lots of gold in throats. 
Spring or twice yearly. 


#161 -C. BICOLOR X C. AMBTHYSTOGLOSSA - Red dotted russet-brown clusters are 
expected from this cross. Should bloom twice yearly, Spring and Fall. 


#758 - LC CAMHAMIANA ALBA X B. DIGBYANA - Exceedingly large, showy White or 
White-Colored / © 


-Lip "Brasso”" type blooms for May-June season. 
#765 - C. DUSABEL ALBA X LC CANHAMIANA ALBA - Grand, big, White-Colored-Lip 
blooms for June Weddings and Graduations. 


*#783 - LC HELEN WILMER VAR VICTORY X BC HARTLAND - Extra fine dark red=lavender 
Ble's of fine form and substance for late Winter or twice yearly.
